What is the best mode of procuring Bibles for our Families, 
Churches, Sunday Schools, and the destitute ? | 

The best of all modes, as proved by long experience here 
and in England, is to have a good local Bible Society, with 
active officers, to procure and keep in a convenient place 
such books as are likely to be wanted for six or twelve 
months to come. Collections should be taken up in all the 
churches to begin such depository. If needful, a part of 
the books wanted can then be furnished on a few months’ 
credit,and to feeble Auxiliaries some can be granted as a 
donation. This is the first step, and it should be taken 
wisely, and then carried on with system and energy. 


How are books for Sunday Schools and Bible classes to be 


obtained ? 

By application to the local Bible Society. When a 
church takes up its annual collection for said society, it 
should be stated what amount is to be returned in books 
for the objects named, and for destitute families. If a 
congregation is new and poor, and more books are wanted 
than can be purchased, let them, in part, be sought as a 
donation. If the local society cannot give them, let its 
committee call on the Parent Society; but let all be done, 
if possible, through the local society. 

Where there is no local Bible Society to furnish books, 
application should be made to the Sunday School Union 
with which the school is connected. Grants are, and will 
be made to Sunday School Unions to meet such cases. 


What is the plan adopted for the supply of Hotels and 
Steamboats with the Bible? 

We give the resolution of the Board on this subject : 

Resolved, That Auxiliary Bible Societies throughout the 
country be requested to see that the rooms of hotels, and 
the cabins of steamboats, (where objection is not made,) be 
furnished with Bibles, and usually at half the cost price ; 
and when unable thus to furnish all the copies which are 
wanted, that they be authorized. to apply to the Parent 
Society for additional aid. 

This resolution is adopted from a deep conviction of the 
importance of the object contemplated, and is one of such 
a public rather than private nature, as to justify, in many 
cases at least, the partial sacrifice proposed. _ 

How are books, when obtained, to be put in circulation in 
the best manner ? 

When a stock has been procured and put in a proper 
place, notice should be given accordingly in all the churches, 
schoolhouses and papers, and a sign placed over the de- 
pository, so that all who need can buy. 

In the next place, unless the village or county has been 
explored and supplied regularly within three or four years, 
this work should at once be undertaken. It should be 
done by voluntary committees, each taking a section, or 
by a Bible colporteur, employed for a time to visit every 
family. In every county, three or four ministers or other 
persons might be found, in different sections, who would 
take each a dozen or two of books, dispose of them, and 
return the proceeds to the treasurer. In such cases a 
careful account should be kept of books thus sent out, and 
a settlement annually made. 

What reply is to be given by the officers of an Auziliary 
when a Bookseller, Merchant, or other individual, wishes to 
purchase books for resale ? 

If any of these wish to resell, without profit, for the sake 
of doing good, as does the auxiliary, and particularly in 
places where the books seem to be needed, they could with 


all propriety be furnished with them at the cost price. But 
if they wish to purchase at bare cost, and then sell at an 
advance on the catalogue price, they could be led to see at 
once that they would not thus be carrying out the benevo- 
lent spirit and object of the Society, and that they had 
better purchase of those who make Bibles to be sold on 
mercantile principles. 


How are books furnished to Life Directors and Life Members ? 


Each Life Director (having paid $150) receives annually 
two dollars and fifty cents’ worth of books, provided they 
are called for within the year; and each Life Member 
(having paid thirty dollars) receives one dollar’s worth in 
like manner. It is expected that these books will be called 
for, or sent for, at the Society’s House, and that they will 
be of such kinds as are suitable to give to the destitute. 

These books can be drawn from a local auxiliary, in case 
the Parent Society is early informed of what is done, so 
that the auxiliary may be credited, and the person drawing 
charged. No books can be thus furnished except for the 
current year. 

The above regulation was adopted from a conviction that 
there are multitudes of individuals in the community, 
orphans, apprentices, servants, boatmen, stage-drivers, and 
the like, who have no Bibles, and jbut few religious 
privileges ; and who might, to some extent, be supplied by 
the method thus proposed ; for who will be more likely to 
scatter the Sacred Volume among those who are destitute, 
than those who have shown sueh a regard for that volume 
as to make themselves membersand directors of an institu- 
tion which furnishes it for distribution ? 


How are other benevolent book circulating societies to be 
furnished with Bibles? 


Such societies have, of course, as their main business, 
the circulation of their own peculiar publications. It can- 
not be expected that they will sel/ Bibles to any great 
extent at their depositories, as they were not organized for 
that purpose. But their agents or colporteurs will at times 
meet with destitute families or individuals, who will need 
the Bible as a gratuity. To supply such cases, it is hoped 
that the Bible Auxiliaries will always furnish the needed 
books when called for, and without compensation if neces- 
sary. If the agent or colporteur can then at times sell 
some of these books, for whole or part cost, he can take the 
proceeds and purchase a further supply of any auxiliary at 
the cost price. Where there are no auxiliaries thus to 
purchase them, they can be obtained through the bodies 
which they serve. Grants are and will be cheerfully made 
to such bodies, to meet cases of this kind. If this plan is 
carefully adhered to, no agent or colporteur need fail of 
obtaining Bibles for the needy. ‘Those who are able and 
ready to purchase can obtain them of Bible societies. 


What is the present regulation of the Board as to the prices 
of books to auxtliaries and others? 


The regulation, as fixed by the Constitution, is to sell 
books to all Bible societies at the cost price exactly, which 
is the catalogue price. Then to those societies which be- 
come auxiliary, and agree to give their surplus funds to the 
Parent Society, a deduction of five per cent. is made from 
catalogue prices. Encouragement is thus given to auxili- 
aries to — up depositories with books for sale, and also 
for the supply of the needy gratuitously. They are sold to 
no other parties for less than the catalogue or cost price. 

Orders for books which are purchased should be addressed to 
the General Agent, and should specify the kinds wanted, by 
their numbers from the latest printed price list of the Society.

The above regulation was adopted from a conviction that there are 
multitudes of individuals in the community, orphans, apprentices, servants, 
boatmen, stage-drivers, and the like, who have n@ Bibles, and but few 
religious privileges; and who might, to some ext@nt, be supplied by the 
method thus proposed ; for who will be more likely to scatter the Sacred 
Volume among those who are destitute, than those;who have shown such 
a regard for that volume as to make themselves m@mbers and directors of 
an institution which furnishes it for distribution ? 


How are other benevolent book circulating societi¢és to be furnished with 
Bibles ? | 

Such societies have, of course, as their main bhsiness, the circulation 
of their own peculiar publications. It cannot be @xpected that they will 
sell Bibles to any great extent at their depositorjes, as they were not 
organized for that purpose. But their agents or c@lporteurs will at times 
meet with destitute families or individuals, who will need the Bible as a 
gratuity. ‘To supply such cases, it is hoped that the Bible Auxiliaries will 
always furnish the needed books when called for, anf without compensation 
if necessary. If the agent or colporteur can the at times sell some of 
these books, for whole or part cost, he can take the proceeds and purchase 
a further supply of any auxiliary at the cost price}; Where there are no 
auxiliaries thus to purchase them, they can be obtained through the bodies 
which they serve. Grants are and will be cheerfully made to such bodies, 
to meet cases of this kind. If this plan is carefully adhered to, no agent 
or colporteur need fail of obtaining Bibles for the Reedy. ‘Those who are 
able and ready to purchase can obtain them of Bibl@ societies. 


What is the present regulation of the Board as ¥o the prices of books to 
auxiliaries and others ? | 

The regulation, as fixed by the Constitution, § to sell books to ail 
Bible societies at the cost price exactly, which is thejeatalogue price. Then 
to those societies which become auxiliary, and agrge to give their surplus 
funds to the Parent Society, a deduction of five fer cent. is made from 
catalogue prices. Encouragement is thus given t@ auxiliaries to keep up 
depositories with books for sale, and also for th@ supply of the needy 
gratuitously. They are sold to no other parties formless than the catalogue

NO MORE PUNISHMENT OF THE SOUTH!

My DEAR SIR, 


et a There were no writings in and-on our late War more 
scholarly or better-reasoned than yourown. That they were also eminently patriotic was no more thav was to 
be expected of one, who gave up his beloved sons to seal with their blood their devotion to their country. 


I see that you continue to‘write for the salvation of that dear country. Well. you may !—for she is, this 
day, more fearfully imperilled than she was at any time during “the clash of arms.” I have read your pamphlet 
entitled: “The heroic periods of a nation’s history.” I wish every one could read its wise and high-souled 
pages. There is, however, one blot upon them. They favor the shedding of more blood. You would have had 
the South punished, after she had laid down her arms. Some of her most prominent men you would have had 
punished with death. 

I wonder that you, who are so familiar with the writings of the most approved publicists, do not fall in 
with their conclusion, that a strife, which has reached the dimensions and dignity of a civil war, and especially 
a civil war, which, like our own, divides a people into distinct and completed national organizations, has out- 
grown the crime of treason. Their arguments for this conclusion, together with such as would suggest them- 
selves to a mind as enlightened as your own, must, it would seem, lack nothing to convince you of its entire 
soundness. I need hardly add that I dissent from your definition of a civil war. 


It is mainly the fault of the Government, when one half of a nation breaks away from the other. Had 
our Government been ever wise and just, the Great Secession, which has soaked our soil with blood, would not 
have been. When one half of England or France or Spain shall break away:from the other, the world’s sympa- 
thies will pretty certainly be with the insurgents—for the world will, pretty certainly, infer that the insurgents 
were wronged. Moreover, if the insurgents shall fail to maintair their cause and to right their wrongs, the 
world will, pretty certainly, feel that their failure is of itself their quite sufficient punishment. © Who is so 
foolish as to believe that, had the whole history of our Government been bright with wisdom and beautiful with 
justice, there would have been this throwing off of its restraints and this defiance of its power ? 


I have expressed my wonder that you, who should stand at this point with the republicans and revolu- 

tionists of Europe, are so far behind them as still to recognize the crime of treason in a civil war. But more do. 
- I wonder at your overlooking the fact that, however much punishment the South may deserve, she deserves none 
at all at the hands of the North.. The armed rising of the South was the effect, not to say mecessary effect, of her 
pro-slavery education. For this education it is true that she was herself responsible. But the North was more 
responsible for it. Northern words for slavery had peculiarly great weight at the South, because the North, | 
from having no slaves, passed for a disinterested witness. This taken-for-granted disinterestedness must never 
be lost sight of when we would account. for the great influence at the South of Northern apologies for slavery. 
When Northern press, pulpit, college, merchant, manufacturer spoke for slavery, as with well-uigh insignificant. 
exceptions they all did, was it strange that the South should listen with both her ears, and set a special value. 
upon the testimony? It was the voice of the WVorth for slavery !—of the disinterested North ! !—ay, of the anti- 
dokety North!!! 
You seem to forget that there was a day when the statesmen, or, better say, politicians of the North, were 
proclaiming that the Constitution bound us to uphold slavery ; and when the great majority of the churches and 
colleges of the North held with the slaveholders that the Bible is for slavery. I say you seem to forget it :—for 
did: you remember it, would not pity, instead of punishment, for the South be your plea? Perhaps, you will say 
that the South was without excuse, because the abolitionists were, all this time, faithfully telling her of the. - 
matchless wickedness of slavery. I admit that they tried to tell her of it. But the voice of those few and ob- 
scure ones could not be heard by her when the great and authoritative ones in Church and State commanded 
her attention. : , | | 

Perhaps it will be said that the doctrine of State sovereignty contributed materially to this armed risin 
of the South. It certainly did somewhat. But this was far from, being an exclusively Southern, doctrine. . It 
enjoyed ‘wide-spread favor at the North also. Moreover, the Constitution’s not sufficiently guarding against it. 
makes the whole nation ‘measurably responsible for the pernicious doctrine. Jefferson and. Madison would have 
given. it no countenance, had they seen it to be clearly violative of the Constitution. : :

‘atid wickedness-we Can promote #Péace, W eh ia work having, is utterly untrue. .~, EON, 
“... Do.I mean that the South is in: favor of negro suffrage? Certaitly not. Her bad education is entirely 
against it. But I do mean that she sees it to be infamous in us, for whom ‘the negro has bled and by whom we 
_ have conquered, to leave him helpless in-her: hands, which have-for-ages been stained with his blood ? Do I mean 
that the South will ever favor negro suffrage? She never will in her present prejudiced state of mind. But she 
would instantly in that regenerate state. of mind, which the right attitude of the North on this subject would so 
. largely contribute to produce.. And do I believe that even President Johnson could be brought into the meas- 
ure of negro suffrage? Yes, even President Johnson. ._The man, who-in the past spoke so many right words 
and did so many right deeds, is not to be despaired of. Had the present Congress, inthe spirit of penitence, 

honesty and justice, gone for negro suffrage, he. too would have gone for it. That spirit in it would have produ- 

_ eed the like spirit in him. Why then did: he not go with Congress in the Civil Rights and Freedmen’s Bureau 
Bills,?. But in those Bills, which, instead of going down to the depths of justice, were buy substitutes.for fun- 
damental justice, Congress set the President not the attracting and swaying example of penitent righteonsness, 
put the repellent one of impenitence, inconsistency and unrighteousness. These Bills, which are we!l in them- 
selves, are but insults to the black man when substituted for his one great need—the ballot. os ' 


There is a growing demand for the impeachment of the. President....1. have no: doubt that he has made 
‘himself legally liable to impeachment. ; For, whether consciously or uot, he has been guilty of grave usurpations. 
But the President should not be impeached for mere misjudgments, even though they do involve violations of 

law. ‘If his usurpations carry along with them flagrant injustice or atrocious:inhumanity (,and I think they do 
-both,) then there is abundant reason for his impeachment. .But who is there to impeach him? With what de- 
- gency Could a Congress impeach him, both Houses of which are guilty of the very same injustice and inhuman- 
ity! Grant that the President’s plan of Restoration is one which, if adopted, would throw the: black saviors of 
their stupenduously ungrateful and infernally wicked country back again under the feet of their old oppressors. 
So, too, would the Congressional plau.~ Grant thatthe’President’s plan would, by refusing to the white loyalists 
of the South the shield of black votes, leave these loyalists to be destroyed. So, also, would the plan of Con- 
gress. Its plan is indeed not so bad as his. But, in respect to their gross violations of the principles of justice 
_and humanity, there is certainly too little difference between ‘them to leave it at all decent for Congress to im- 
each the President. ‘Those great principles impeach and condemn both. Let them ‘not be so éelf-ignorant and 
shameless as to condemn each other. At any rate, let not Congress impeach the President until it has first tried 
the power of its own repentance upon the heart of the President. Whilst for one of these fellows in unright- 
eousness to cling tothe unrighteousness is to lead the other to cling to it, the giving of’ it up by the one would, 
more than-any thing else, promote the giving of it up by the other. I greatly wonder that the noble and clear- 
eyed Wendell Phillips, who is always for working with clean tools, should urge Congress to undertake with its 
dirty hands the’ impeachment of the President: ‘The undertaking would carry with it no moral power, and 
therefore do no ne There would be nothing in it to inspire and elevate the people, but much to disgust and 
degrade them. It would not pass for a commanding duty, but for an unprincipled party:movement. -It: would 
not: allay or prevent-a hazardous popular commotion—but would excite it. | Le 


_.'The case, simply and briefly stated, is this. The North and the South combined to crush the black man 
and to keep him crashed forever. [n‘time the spirit of slavery generated in the South the spirit of revolt. The 
North, by means of the slaves’ coming to her help instead of going to the help of the South, put down the revolt. 
The South, by force of her century of prejudices, is still for keeping the black man under her feet.. The North 
in her baseness and ingratitude—a baseness and ingrativude to whieh history furnishes no parallel—goes with 
the South at this point.

) Bat would it be right to trust the South with this fall political power? Yes, if all her races were trusted 
with it; and most emphatically, if, in addition to this, we have so borne ourselves, as to gain her confidence in 
our justice and in our fraternal spirit. 


T am happy to find that you, as well as Gen. Butler, are in favor of negro suffrage. So too are many of 
the Republican Jeaders.. So too are the Republican masses. And so too would be the Democratic masses, 
were they not misled by their leaders. 

The great annual Election has been held in our State to-day. Seldom have I been so uncertain of my duty at 
the polls. When an armed enemy is upon us, it is easy for me to decide to vote for those who are against that 
enemy, and against those who are for him. At all other times, I allow myself to vote for none who are in favor 
., o£ licensing the dramshop or of denying equal rights to all men. But, at this time what should I do? I could 
not vote the ticket of the Democratic Party. It was all tainted by the spirit and the policy, which reigns unre- 
.» Slated iw that Party. /Uponthe Republican ticket were some attractive names.: But all of them seemed pledged, 

directly or indirectly, impliedly or expressly, to sustain the pending Constitutional Amendment and to make its 
adoption the finality in “ Reconstruction.” Now, of all political abominations I know of none more abominable 
than this Amendment. If adopted, there will be an implied Constitutional permission for a State to disfranchise 
any race, African, German or other. And then comes what is worse---the Constitutional obligation, not mere per- 
mussion, to strike out the disfranchised race from all political count and reduce it to as complete a political non- 
entity as ifit were a race of brutes. Surely it is better to go with the Democrats against all Amendments of the 
Constitution than to go with the Republicans for such a blot upon it as would be this Amendment. 
Then, again, is it too much to say that the Republican party will feel itself pledged to allow the restoration of 
~ any Seceded State, which adopts this Amendment? God pity the poor negroes and white loyalists in such re- 
stored State, if impartial suffrage shall not have been secured init! Neither the National Republican Com- 
mittee nor this year’s New York State Nominating Convention held it to be necetsary to secure it. Nor did 
Congress, when receiving Tennessee. But it is held that the adoption of this Amendment by a Seceded State 
would open the door for her to let the negro vote. [It would not. The change of heartin her, which I have 
argued for, would quickly openit. But only too great is the probability that it would remain shut until bloody 
violence should, at last, burst it open. No, the adoption of the Amendment would not be followed by the conces- 
sion of negro suffrage. The first desire of the South is still, as it ever has been, to keep down the negro. But 
svould not this give place to a desire to increase her representation in the national councils? What folly to ex- 
pect it! Moreover, does she not know that her way to obtain a controlling ascendency .in those councils is not 
to elevate the negro but to continue to crush him ? ‘That way, in other words, is to keep up her alliance with the 
Democratic Party. It was because this Party went greater lengths than did its rival to sustain and extend 
Southern oppression, that this alliance came to exist. The oppression given np (,as it would be by putting the 
ballot in the hand of the negro,) all occasion for continuing the alliance would cease, and with it all hope of rul- 
ing in the councils of the uation. : 


In these circumstances and with my training, what less could I do than refuse to vote for every name be- 
fore me? I voted for no one. I was glad of the opportunity to vote for the Constitutional Convention, because 
a new Constitution may be such as to relieve the Court of Appeals of its excessive burdens; and the black man 
of his political disabilities. What a democracy, what a christianity is ours! Contemptible shams! What knows 
one of these cutaneous Democrats of real democracy ? What even of the alphabet of Christ’s religion knows the 
spurious christian, who scorns his brother because of the skin in which his Maker has wrapped him ? 


And a new Constitution may relieve woman of her political disabilities? The day is coming—there are 
signs in England as well as in America, that it is fast coming—when the denial of political rights to woman will 
be condemmed as anti-democratic, anti-christian, and intensely mean. a 


I hardly dare hope that the people will soon demand Constitutional protection from the selling of intoxi- 
cating liquors for a beverage. The Temperance men can be screwed up to earnest, persisting political action for 
their cause no more than could the old Anti-Slavery men. They will preach, pray, fight for it :—any thing but 
vote for it. 

Some twenty years ago there was an increasing call for Constitutional provisions against land-monopoly— 
that evil, which is so vast in itself, and so productive of other evils. But this call has unhappily died away : 
and, probably, it will not be renewed in our day. 


And who knows but the proposed Convention may result in liberating the Legislature from the present 
Constitutional prohibition to sell the Canals? Why may not Companies own the Canals of the State as well as 
its Rail Roads? Does great corruption attend such ownership? Not greater, certainly, than attends State owner- 
ship, and by no means so pernicious and dangerous.. The Government, if kept pure, can control corruptions out- 
side of it. But ifthe Government itself be corrupt, far greater is the evil, and far more difficult the remedy. 


For thirty years, I have been advocating the confinement of Government to its sole legitimate province— 
to the one work of protecting person and property—that so the Government might be purer, and the protection 
it offered more impartial and efficient. Events in the last few years have afforded a new argument for such con- 
finement.. Amongst these events is the opposition of our State authorities to letting the Great West have anoth- 
er highway across a part of our State—only some half a dozen miles—for the transportation of her produce. 
The principal plea for this ss is that such highway will diminish the income of the Erie Ca Thus 
does the State ownership of Canals tempt the State to insult and wrong sister States, and to weaken the bonds 
of the Union. Thus does it also tempt her to wrong herself. For if Baltimore and Philadelphia, working just 
now so hard and so successfully for it, shall together with the Mississippi succeed in diverting from the City of 
New York a large share of the Western trade, it will be because the State of New York, from her owning the 
Erie Canal, opposes the building of the Niagara Ship Canal. Nothing short of an adequate Canal around Niag- 
ara Falls can save to that City its natural and. great share of this trade. | 


I need say no more. The North and the South must love each other ere they can be at Peace with each 
other. Statesmen are slow to learn that Love is the cure of all ills, as well those which are national as those 
which are individual. Indeed, they regard it as entirely out of place in the province of statesmanship; and all 
pleading for its presence there as but silliness or cant. Nevertheless, it remains true that Love and Love only
